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BURNED FROM HEAD TO 
FOOT RAY SWANSEN IS 
FIGHTING FOR HIS LIFE 


Ray Swansen, aged 27, resident of the West Side, and an 
employee on the work that is going on at the immense dam at 
the East Bay Water Company in San Pablo camyon, is at the 
Providence hospital, Oakland, so badly burned that -it is a seri- 
Ous question as to whether he will recover or not. 

The accident happened at the dam Wednesday morning, 
and the injured man, who was thrown about fifty feet by the 
force of the powder explosion, was picked up in an unconscious 
condition, wrapped in blankets and rushed by automobile to 
the Oakland hospital. 

Dr. P. F. Abbott, an Oakland physician, was summoned 
and everything is being done for the injured man. 

Swansen is a mass of bandages from head to foot, and 
whether or not he hag suffeféd internal injuries in addition to 
the burns cannot be determined for some time. 

For some unaccountable reason no information was given 
out concerning the accident, and the Record-Herald has only 
been able to gather meager facts.
